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THE  ALFRED  R.  GLOBUS  COLLECTION 

Part  II 


In  the  introduction  to  our  1972  catalogue  of  the  splendid  collection  of  gold  coins 
formed  by  Dr.  Alfred  R.  Globus  we  commented  he  would  continue  to  expand  his 
numismatic  interests.  This  catalogue  of  selected  pieces  gives  some  idea  of  the 
direction  his  recent  activities  have  taken.  The  Sale  is  divided  into  two  sessions,  the 
first  devoted  to  silver  and  copper  coins  of  the  world  and  the  United  States  and  the 
second  to  gold  coins  of  the  same  areas.  Generally  the  material  bears  the  Globus 
hallmark.  The  coins  are  in  an  exceptional  state  of  preservation. 

The  highlight  of  the  first  session  is  a large  group  of  coins  of  the  German  States 
and  Empire,  in  which  the  Brunswick  broad  5 Talers  struck  by  George  of  Calenberg 
in  1678  is  particularly  outstanding.  The  German  Imperial  5 and  3 Mark  pieces  in- 
clude many  Uncirculated  and  Proof  rarities.  There  are  a few  nice  British  Crowns  and 
lesser  denominations.  Among  the  unusual  specimens  will  be  found  an  1868  Pattern 
Halfpenny  of  Queen  Victoria  in  copper  nickel  and  a Spink  Pattern  Sixpence  of  1887. 

An  interesting  small  group  of  Hapsburg  17th  Century  Double  Talers  precedes 
a run  of  Latin  American,  African  and  Asian  pieces,  including  many  fine  Dollars  and 
minors.  The  session  is  brought  to  a close  by  some  splendid  United  States  coins  in 
copper  and  silver.  There  are  three  particularly  choice  Kentucky,  Fugio  and  Wash- 
ington cents  and  a selection  of  minors  and  silver  pieces  in  all  denominations  many 
of  which  are  Uncirculated  or  Proof. 

The  second  session  opens  with  European  gold  coins.  Among  the  French  p)ieces 
is  a superb  Louis  d'or  of  Louis  XIV  dated  1644.  The  German  section  is  highlighted 
by  two  magnificent  10  Ducat  Portugalesers  of  Hamburg  struck  in  1677  and  1697 
respectively.  Probably  the  outstanding  part  of  this  offering,  however,  is  the  British 
section.  There  are  fine  hammered  gold  coins  of  Henry  VI,  Henry  VII,  Henry  VIII, 
Elizabeth  I and  lames  1.  Among  the  milled  coins  the  5 Guineas  of  William  & Marry 
and  William  III  are  in  a remarkable  state  of  preservation.  The  later  milled  series 
include  the  seldom  seen  Reading  gold  token  of  1812  and  a Pattern  Gold  Double 
Florin  of  1868. 

The  Latin  American  section  begins  with  the  rare  Argentine  Provincias  del  Rio  de 
la  Plata  8 Escudos  of  1813,  quickly  followed  by  an  attractive  specimen  of  the  great 
20,000  Reis  of  John  V struck  at  the  Minas  mint  in  1727.  Among  the  Asian  coins  will 
be  found  the  rare  Persian  Proof  10  Tomans  of  Nasredin  Shah  dated  1883.  The  Sale  is 
concluded  by  a fine  run  of  United  States  gold  coins.  There  is  an  example  of  the 
1883  $2.50  gold  in  Proof,  an  1810  and  1834  $5.00  gold  in  Uncirculated  and  the  rare 
1866  and  1872  $5.00  gold.  These  coins  are  followed  by  a broad  selection  of  $10.00 
and  $20.00  gold  pieces  in  choice  condition.
